Alinut Imlf-past six ill the 
iiiiii niii'^ the pa-^seiiLier-s liegaii i|iiietlv tn 
le.nc the vessel in small linals, and 
ueie soon tiMiisfe'ired lii sliore with 
their liaggage, all .safe and without ac 
ideiit. It wa.s laiiiiii;^' iiiii.st of the 
iiiiirniii;.', and they iicrc .seeking shelter 
ill various little e.ihiiis, private houses 
'iiid stores. The nllieers of the Alaska 
I'ackiiiL; Co., near at liiiiid, were soon 
hiouglit to consider the prospect and 
prohahilitics of a week's detciilion he- 
fore any means of rescue could lie fmnid 
or any iutclligcnee of the ilisaster he 
eoiivej'cd lo porta to the suillhuard.

The 
lju ' I had keeled over at iiu angle of 
nh.iut ;15 degrees. 

Almost immediately she comincnced 
to break over the rock, iiliiiost in the 
oeiitro, the weight of her cargo— I t, 000 
eases of sahiion—coniplctiiig her do 
strnctioii. Tho hack of the steamer 
liioke slowly, anil no immediate dauger 
to tlie cargo was aiiticipiited. 

The passciigens were of course coii- 
siderahly alai iiicil, hut there was no 
coilfiisioii. |;y means of the .ship's 
lioats, the iiasseiigois wore first landed;

I I'eniiisiila A O.'ieiital Company, and the 
killing of one of the strikers in a fiisi! 
a.le from the revolvers of the polh'e, 
spread among the men like wild-lire ninl 
created the greatest excileiiieiit. Threals 
ol vengeance are heard on all sides, and 
it is d.nihtfiil if even the great inliiieie',' 
ot their leader, l',iirii,i, will aViul lo pre 
vent furth'.'r hlcidshel. The co.il trii,.- 
liier wlio Wiis shot is still alive, hul the 
dochirs say lir cannot live through 
the night ; and the men speak oi 
th ; sliootiiig as uii|iiovoked, although 
eyewitiiesse-s of the light are ]iositive in 
the statement that the pidiee drew their 
revolvers only when the slrikeis, wli.i 
outiiumhered them ID to 1, chargcl 
upon them with stones and clubs.

The shippers are determined thai 
afler the present Ironhles have heen 
nei tied they will no longer pei inil the 
duck companies to carry on tie; sweat- 
ing .system under which their laliorcrs 
siill'er. They will insist iiiiou loading 
and discharging 1 heir own vessels, will 
hire men to do the work, and allow 
neither the dock coiiipauies nor their 
foremen to make a iirolit out of the 
iii' ii's wages [laid. 

LoNDo.s, .Sept -(.- The strikers' coin- 
iiiiltee is still in session at this liour 
('i a.m.).

h.id been brought to lerms. The con- 
sent now given is therefore accepted as 
a sign of weakening, and the early col- 
lapse of the strike is again contiduntly 
predicted.

Louis, Kiinsiis <;ity and Omaha. He 
thought ,S|. Louis was holding its own 
with Kansas City. Witness considered 
till' iidvautage of Chicago over ,St. Louis 
as a cable market lo be dill! to the fact 
that the latter was considered a alow 
market, and a.s seippers wanted ipiick 
returns they preferred to ship 
to Chicago, mid did not tliink 
the depressed condition of trade in St. 
Louis was due to any coinbiiiation that 
discriminated against it and diverted 
the I rado to Chicago. During tho after- 
noon session Chairintin 'Vest was visi- 
bly irritated over the absence of promi- 
neiil dressed beef shippers wlio had been 
suiiimoiiod as witnesses.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

The olccloiB of .South T)akota ami 
Wiishington Territory will lie usUed lo 
decide whether tlu-y will allow women 
to vote when their Territorii s beeoiiie 
,States. Tile conventions were unwill- 
ing to enfranchise the Indies and they 
were too gallant— or i)erhnps afraid- to 
give tho 11,1 v.icates of woman sull'raec a 
ilireet refii.-i.il. They theroforo shilteil 
til,,' res)ieiisiliility on to the shoulders of 
the people. The electors, proteuled \'\ 
the Lallol, will pei iiajis feel freer than 
the nicinbers of the conventions did t<i 
voteaccorduigto thoir con actions or their 
prejudices. The electors of those two 
territories arc not the only people who 
have been required to give a decision on 
this nionientoiis ipiestion ;it the polls.

If we vi-iitui ed a pi edietioii, we 
would be inclined to say thai the clianees 
ippcar very much against both the pro- 
liliition and tho woman snflVaue articles 
f t he Washington Constitution. I'lo- 
liliilioii has evidently fallen upon evil 
.lays. It has gone into disrepute on 
loth sides of Ihe line, and then' is 
liming the men of the Aiiglo-.Sa.von 
ace — and we suspeet among tho women, 
too, — a prejudice against extending po- 
litical jKiwer to women. The men dis-

The ■ Commisr-lonerfi believe that the 
French ]ieoplo themselves will welcome 
any chiinges that may be made to ren- 
der their schools more ellicient and to 
udvimco them rapidly and intelligently 
iil.the knowledge of English. The 
French in Ontario are very far from 
being fools. 'I'hey are sharp enough to 
know that if their children — the boys 
particularly - are to get on in the world 
they iiiuat learn ICngliah. I'hey see that 
Knglish is thu language of. business not 
only In tho Dominion of Ciinndn, but in 
the United .States, and that to send a 
boy into the world withiniL a knowledge 
of any othur language than French is 
doing him a very groat injustice. We 
are. not surprised, theroforo, to learn 
that tho Commi K-miers found both 
school trnstocs 1 1. 1 parents ready to 
listen to their advi . 

The coninienis .. the Toronto Mail 
upon the report are remarkably mild. 
It does not say one word calculated to 
irritate tho moat Hunaitive French Na- 
tionalist. It .says : 

"On the whole, the einninisaioners ap- 
pear to have done their work tlioroiigh- 
ly and conscientiously. It now renuiins 
for tho Minister of l'',duc»lion to carry 
out their recommendations. The task 
may be a dillicult one, but the country 
is prepared to give ample lime, iirovid- 
ed, of course, that ho goes about ihejob 
in ttu earnest and determined nianner. 
No one desires to see the French ill- 
treateil. They have been allowed by 
>-Mrioiis (b)vermneiits to coiidnet their 
.-icbools in their own language and in 
llie old (Jnebee way for two generations 
,ind more; and should be dealt with in a 
kind and conciliatory spirit. Neverthe- 
less the evil is a grave one, and it is the 
iliity of the Oovennnent to uproot il, 
w holly regardless of party cousidera- 
t ions. "

London, Aug. .'!(). — Four years age 
the citiiieiis of Sladriil were permitted 
to elect a municipal government. To- 
day the .Mayor and thirty uf the city 
tatliora have been conipellod to resign, 
owing to the discovery of frauds by 
which the city lias been rnbboil id iin- 
nienao sums. A muss meeting of eili 
/.ens was held in Madritl last night, at 
which the government was calleil upon 
to arrest the retiring .Mayor ami Cnnn 
eiliiion and prosecute them I'm' wliidi-s:ili' 
roliliory of the city treasury. Count 
Toreiio, a ineniberof the cortes, a.sserl. il 
timt tlie four years of corrnption Inul 
coat the municipality of .Madrid no l.-s.s 
than ^J'J0,(HM»,O()O. .A large part of the 
city's revuiiiie is .lerived from dutirs im- 
posed on goods eiitcl iiig till' city. I'lvi'i y 
one of the .'iO connciliiu n who have heeii 
compelled to resign turned smuggler the 
day lie was elected, and ever since 
each, under cover of his office, has sys- 
tematically defrauded the revenue. In 
tho profits of this business tho mayor is 
charged with having shared, and it is 
known tiiat ainco coming into otiice, a 
poor man, four yours ago, he has ^lie- 
come one of the wealthiest men in Mad- 
rid. To such an extent was the liusi- 
ness carried on that, us the imjniry of 
the cortes demomttrateil, the returns of 
the railroads of dutiable goods brought 
into Madrid them arc fur the lust 
four years twice as great as the quanti- 
ties on which duties were paid. NA'ell 
informed residents of Madrid, notwith- 
standing the overwhelming proof 
against the parties implicated, have 
little hope that the hoodlers will be 
punished, ami there is a strong suspi- 
cion that one or two of the ministry 
shared very largely in tho plunder, and 



tlioy are shielding their partners in 
crime from the just retribution which 
should be iheted out to them. 

FINER THAN MARBLK. 

Tlio Novel Scheme PropoBPil by Clam 
SiTockels, thn HuRur King. 

W-\siiiNiiTON, Aug. 29. — A aomewhat 
novel Hclieme has been proposed by 
Clans .'-ipiecUels, tho sugar king. Ho 
iiiu, a jilan for building an addition to 
the White House out or blocks of hurd 
ened sugar. .SprecUels maintainn that ho 
is now able to prndnco blocks of sugar 
wliitcr than iiiarblu uiid harder.

The Lo8B of an Uninsured Vessel and 
("argo. 

Nkw \'ork, Aug. .'iO. — When Captain 
W. Lyiias left this port he was u rich 
iiiaii ; to-day ho l etnriiod on the stoainer 
■Santiago virtually a beggar, and the tine 
ship lie coiiiiiianded, the Chancellor, is 
a mass of old iron on the barren rocks of 
an island in the lialianias. The vessel 
was very succos.sfiil as a freighter, and 
for a long lime iiiaintaiiUHl regular coni- 
iminicatioii between New DrleaiiH and 
Liverpool. She was lauiiclioil eight 
years ago, anil her captain bought 
an interest in her. .She sailed 
from .St. .lagii de Cuba for lialti- 
niorc on the 'J.'hd uf last niunlli, loaded 
with '-',7111 tons of iron ore. The 
iiighl after leaving I be vc^sael struck the 
rncUy shores of Wattliiig's Island, W) 
miles southeast from .San .Salvador, ami 
went to pieces ill an incredibly short 
time. The crew had all they could do 
tn Sine their lives. Tlic vessel wiui 
«oi th .SI 1 10,0(10, and the cargo ^^■)(),0O0, 
Old each had but little insurance. 
.\iiot her dejected iiiiirinor also urrlved 
li.s the Santiago. This was captain J. 
II. .Shieoiiili, of the Knglisli sclioiiiier 
Nrllie I'ii-Uiip, whicli capsized during a 
giih- oil Cienfii^.js. The men took to 
t li;' open li..,its, and were rescued after 
some privation. The British consul 
will attend lo both cases, aa tlie sailors 
are destitute.
